Major Stewart declared that the 
Russian alr forte was chock full 
of ideas. In the use of aviation in 
war, Russia had gone ahead more 
than any other country in the 
world. In fact, many of the Ger- 
man ideas of aviation in war-time 
had been taken from the Russians. 
Russia had never shown that tim!- 
dity in air development which had 
held back other countries, Many of 
their Ideas were looked upon as 
‘mnracticable, but most of them 
had now been proved in actic 
That was the rough generallsatiny 
of the position. 

Turning to some of the special 
influences which are at work on 
thts new batUle-fleld, Major 
Stewart referred to the fact that 
Russian centres of industry were 
very widely scattered and that di! 
tances between them were very 
great.

“One of the things which the 
present battle will see a lot of is 
the shock absorbing effect on 
widely-scattered objectives.

be possible to send ovt large 
bomber formations further 
afield 

FINAL OBJECTIVE 


“We may be getting near to the 
time when we wl be able to at- 
tack Germany with twenty-four- 
hour offensives -that is our final 
objective. Lo dominate the sky in 
all areas where the Germans are 
found so that our bombers can 
operate without heavy loss. 

“So that ts the alr war as It 1s 
belng waged on two fronts in the 
east and west,” concluded Major 
Stewart. “Against the Germans 
in the east stands the Russian air 
force. In the west there stands 
the RAF. We will not fall to 
make use of the opportunities that 
are presenting themselves and for 
once the Germans may have to 
take as many blows as they can 
give.”
